IRISH MUNICIPAL AND COUNTY 
ENGINEERS. 


Mr. J. Smith, hon. sec., stated at a meet- 
ing of the Irish District of the Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers, held at 
35 Dawson street, Dublin, the principal mat- 
ter of importance discussed-at a recent 
meeting of the institution in.

ELECTRICAL PRINTING PRESS 
EQUIPMENT.

At a recent meeting in Dublin of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers (Irish 
Centre), Mr. R. N. Tweedy in the chair, a 
paper. dealing with electrical equipment for 
rinting presses was read by Mr. A. G. Bruty, 
1.1.E.E. 

Mr. Bruty referred briefly to the history of 
printing from its earliest stages, mentioning 
the work of Guthenburg, Caxton, Koenig and 
Hoe. Reference was made to the early forms 
of printing presses, from the hand-operated 
machines to the first power-driven flatbed 
press built in 1814 and the first rotary 
machine produced in the early ‘seventies. . 

The lecture, which was fully illustrated with 
lantern slides, dealt with the application of 
electricity in the driving of all types of 
machines used in printing works, The most 
modern arrangements for driving limotypes, 
monotypes and other small machines, up to 
the large newspaper and magazine rotary 
presses, requiring large powers of 100 h.p. and 
more, were fully described. 

The lecturer pointed out that the main 
improvements in the last fifteen or twenty 
years in the electrical driving of printing 
machines had taken place in the methods em- 
ployed for controlling, starting and stopping, 
and obtaining the wide speed variations called 
for by modern requirements. 

He described a number of electrical installa- 
tions, all of which have been installed in 
Dublin within the last two or three years, 
covering the ground from the machines used 
in general printing works to those to be found 
in large newspaper offices. 

A number of power curves prepared by the 
lecturer were also shown, giving details of 
the power taken by the various types of 
printing machines at different printing speeds. 

The lecture was concluded with a descrip- 
tion of a new type of motor which has been 
developed to secure wide speed variation, and 
slow running speeds for large newspaper and 
magazine presses, which have to be operated 
off alternating current electricity supply. He 
pointed out the high efficiency, and the con- 
sequent great economy, obtained by the use 
of this motor, a number of which have already 
been installed in Dublin for printing press 
work.

Northern Finance. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday Mr. H. M. Pollock, Minister 
for Finance, unfolded his Budget pro- 
posals for the current year. Ak the 
Northern Government’ has no real tax- 


was confined, in the nature of things, to 
mathematical computation of 
receipts and expenditure. Nevertheless, it 
was of considerable importance, inasmuch 
as it threw valuable light on the financial 
condition of the Northern State. Northern 
finance is extremely complicated. It is 
very difficult to separate reserved from 
loca] services, and, above all, to under-| 
stand the system of contributions to the 
Imperial Exchequer. Mr. Pollock’s state- 
ment, however, was admirably clear. The 
estimated revenue of the Province from 
all sources last year was £12,378,000; its 
actual income was £12,178,000. The esti- 
mated expenditure was £8,016,000, whereas 
in reality the total cost of government 
was £7,561,000. On the year’s balance, 
therefore, Mr. Pollock has a total surplus 
of £4,817,000. Of this sum £4,770,000 has 
been paid into the Imperial Exchequer as 
Northern Ireland's contribution for the 
year, while £47,000 is being devoted to 
sinking fund. Various economies have 
been effected during the year. Consoli- 
dated Fund charges show a saving of 
£12,000 on the estimates, while the Post 
Office has had quite a remarkable twelve 
months. On the previous year’s working 
there was a net loss on the Post Office of 
no less than £112,000. Last year, in con- 
sequence of an increase in revenue of 
£51,000 and a fall in expenditure of 
£42,000, the net loss was only £25,000. 
Mr. Pollock is forced to budget on the 
basis of Mr.. Philip Snowden’s estimates 
for. the current year. All the British tax 
changes, with the exception of the reduc- 
tion in the entertainments tax, will apply 
to the Six Counties, with a consequent 
loss of revenue. The British scale of enter- 
tainment taxes would cost the Northern 
Government £45,000 per annum; there- 
fore, Mr. Pollock has decided to retain the 
old scale. On the former basis of taxation 
he estimates that there would be:a fall

The auto 
matic application of the British scale of 
taxes is a serious handi-1p, and the whole 
system of reserved and non-reserved services 
is far too clumsy for good finance. 

The most interesting part of Mr. Pollock’s 
statement deals with the problem of the 
Northern Government's contribution to the 
Imperial Exchequer. A great deal of mis- 
conception exists in regard to this annual 
tribute, and the Northern Minister's 
figures help to give some information 
on an obscure and highly important 
subject. Under the Government of Ireland 
Act (1920) Northern Ireland's yearly con- 
tribution to the British Government was 
fixed for the first two years at £7,920,000, 
subject to revision by a Joint Exchequer 
Board. In July, 1922, this Board fixed 
the sum at £6,000,000 on the basis of a 
total Imperial expenditure of £548,000,000 ; 
but the actual expenditure proved to be 
£$616,000,000, with the result that the 
Northern contribution was raised to 
£6,700,000. Then the Colwyn Committee 
was established and made further changes, 
with the result that, on the audit of the 
accounts for 1922-1923, the actual contri- 
bution for the year was found to be about 
£6,480,000, and the estimated contribution 
for 1925-1924 will be about £4,500,000. 
Since the establishment of the Northern 
State, therefore, contributions to the total 
value of some £13,500,000 have been-made 
to the Imperial Exchequer. Some of this 
money has been returned via grants in 
aid, but on the balance the Northern 
Government has paid its way with some- 
thing to spare. Next month the Colwyn 
Committee will meet again for the purpose 
of determining the Northern contribution 
on a permanent basis. In all probability 
a considerable reduction will be made, as 
the Northern Government insists that its 
social services shall be on a standard which 
compares favourably with the British stan- 
dard ; but until some definite arrangement 
has been made no Northern Chancellor 
will have a chance. 


Double Income Tax. 


A letter appeared in yesterday’s Times 
from Lord Decies, the Director of the 
Income Taxpayers’ Society, on a subject 
of great interest to a large number of 
people in this country—namely, the 
system of double payment of income tax. 
The difficulty arises through the collection 
of the tax in the case of people who are 
domiciled in the Free State and derive 
their incomes from cross-Channe] sources. 
The income tax in most cases is deducted 
at the source at the British rate of four 
shillings and sixpence in the pound. As 
the rate in the Free State is fve shillings 
in the pound, some adjustment is rendered 
necessary. The present arrangement is 
that the tax must be paid twice, and a 
claim must be made for the amount over- 
charged. The system is extremely compli- 
cated and causes delays, which Lord 
Decies characterises as ‘“ vexatious and 
expensive.” In applying this description 
he certainly does not exaggerate. The 
trouble was foretold by. his society a year 
ago, and the need for reform is apparent 
to anybody. The passage of timo only 
aggravates the grievance. Lord Decies 
pleads for a scheme whereby persons with 
property or income of other descriptions 
should be taxed in the two countries 
separately and the existing delays pre- 
vented. Whether this suggestion, _ if 
adopted, would cause a loss to the Free 
State Exchequer is a question that would 
need to be investigated, but it cannot be 
denied that the need for some simpler 
system is urgent. The present necessity 
of paying income tax twice over means 
that a large proportion of income must 
be “tied up” for a protracted period, 
with resultant inconvenience and _ loss. 
Idle money reacts on financial enterprise, 
and the loss caused directly or indirectly 
is very considerable. Lord Decies admits 
that “in Great Britain the ponderous 
machinery is certainly moving, though 
slowly,” but the Government of the Free 
State appears to be failing to.make any 
useful effort to improve the existing con- 
ditions. Taxpayers have a reputation for 
patience, but there are limits to the in- 
convenience that they are prepared to 
tolerate. There is reason to believe that 
there is a leakage of revenue between the 
payment of dividends and the Free State 
Exchequer. People who derive income 
from securities outside the country can 
arrange to have payment made through a 
friend’s account in an English bank and 
receive the money from him. If this 
practice is common, the Free State 
Exchequer, far from’ benefiting by the 
higher rate that obtains in this country, 
loses money that it would receive if the tax 
were levied at the lower rate. Lord Decies’s 
suggestion that a conference should 
be held with the object of evolving some 
more efficient method is well worthy of the 
consideration of the financial authorities. 
This unnecessary victimisation of the 
harassed income tax payer is unwarrant- 
able and should be stopped before the 
consequences become more serious than 
they are already. The Free State Govern- 
ment has discarded the simplest and most 
effective remedy—to reduce the scale in 
this country to that which obtains in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
Until this change is made it is imevitable 
that capital should be enticed across the 
Channel at the very time when it is most 
urgently needed here. As Lord Decies 
states with perfect justice, “sooner or 
later the Irish Government will realise 
that, fruitful though this source of income 
may be for one year, or even two, it will 
prove a loss in the long run.” 


The Shade of Greatness. 


National and civic pride are fine things 
when they are expressed in deeds as 
well as in words. The people of Dublin 
ar; prouder of their city than their in- 
difference to the conduct of its municipal 
affairs might suggest; and it may be 
hoped that the Government's crastic 
action in curing the Corporation by end- 
ing it will rouse citizens to a livelier 
sense of civic duty hereafter. There is 
just cause for pride in the city’s past. 
Norseman and Celt and Anglo-Norman 
burgher mixed their blood in a sturdy 
race whose corporation maintained its 
liberties and dignities during many a 
century of conflict and stress. The 
cobbled streets, the grey towers, the brown 
brick houses, are redolent with historic 
charm and haunted with memories. The 
Kings of warring dynasties have been 
entertained in Dublin; generations of 
scholars and poets and wits have walked 
in the shade of her noble architecture. 
There is distinction in her lineaments 
and a spell in her social life which win 
her the affection and respect of men ol 
all nations. That civic constitution

which guarded her prosperity and her 


peace in the age in which her material 
and her social riches accumulated failed 
at the last, and the passing of some of 
her noblest ancient buildings has been 
followed by the passing of that institution 
which was older still. To those who love 
Dublin, the eclipse of her municipal 
pomps is disturbing. We hope that they 
will be restored in time to a city braced 
to deserve and to preserve them. 


Men are we, and must grieve when even the shade 
Of that which once was great has passed away— 


yet will we not despair of the public spirit 
in Swift's city.

A Nation on Wheels. 


Elia drolly inquired whether Austra- 
lians developed the characteristics of 
kangaroos in the second generation; if he 
were writing to-day to a “distant corre- 
spondent’’ in America he might ask 
whether little Americans came into the 
world equipped with wheels. In the 
United States there are no fewer than 
seventeen million motor cars, as against 
less than a quarter of that number in al] 
the countries of the world beside; nor is 
the American demand for cars exhausted, 
for machines are turned out of the 
factories as fast as they can be made— 
one firm alone manufactures a million cars 
every six months. It might be thought 
that even America’s war wealth would 
fall short of providing every other house- 
hold with an “automobile’’; but it 
appears that three out of four of the cars 
are bought on the instalment system, so 
that, with wages high, every working- 
man in regular employment can afford to 
be a motorist. When a worker’s car wears 
out he is given a new one by the obliging 
manufacturers, and he goes on paying, 
so that the instalments are almost to be 
regarded as rent or perpetual hire. 
Motoring, becoming all but universal, 
ceases in America to be a luxury, and is 
becoming a necessity. The planning of 
towns is conditioned by this new factor, 
which renders it possible and convenient 
for a worker to live at a great distance 
from his place of employment, and then 
not of necessity in the neighbourhood of 
a railroad. In the light of American ex- 
perience, town-planning principles must 
be recast everywhere. Whether’ the 
wheeled men of to-morrow will be happier 
than the “ featherless bipeds’’ of yester- 
day, is another matter. A Chinese philo- 
sopher would not go out to see the firs! 
motor car that visited his neighbourhood ; 
“for,” said he, “with all its speed it 
cannot help us to overtake happiness.”’ 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


AIR RECRUITMENT.

ENCOURAGEMENT OF EXPORT 
TRADE, 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The two first questions asked in the House 
of Commons this afternoon related to the slave 
trade, and it was impossible for one to avoid 
thinking that it would have been more appro- 
priate if. the member had inquired whether 
it was not sheer slavery for members to have 
to sit in an atmosphere bordering on blood 
heat. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, the Minister of Labour, 
had to answer many question’ concerning un- 
employment and the McKenna duties, but his 
reply was that members would have an oppor- 
tunity of takim his scalp in the debate to- 
morrow. If the heat continues, Mr. Shaw 
will probably be lacking a scalp, or even a 
personality to-morrow, for, like the rest of 
the House,. he was visibly disappearing this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Eyres Monsell was asking questions re- 
garding to-morrow’s debate, when Mr. Mills 
interjected: “ Rubbish.”” He was taken to 
task by the Speaker,..who is exercising a 
greater. strictness nowadays. The Prime 
Minister, in reply to Mr. Ayles, said that the 
constitution cf the inquiry into the question 
of Home Rule for Scotland, Wales, and Eng- 
land was being considered, but a little time 
must elapse before a statement could be made. 
Later, the Prime Minister aroused great merri- 
ment on the Conservative benches by saying 
that trade was much better since the advent 
of the Labour Government to power.

Mr. Leach found himself in a very unenvi- 
able position this afternoon. He is one of the 
most profound pacifists in the Government, 
and on several occasions has made no secret 
of the fact that his responsibilities as Under- 
Secretary for Air are in direct conflict with 
his inclination as an individual. It was, 
therefore, with great distaste that he recom- 
mended to the House a scheme embodied in a 
bill for the increasing of the bases of recruit- 
ment for the Air Force. As he explained, 
apologetically, until the nation came to think 
otherwise, he saw no escape from the duty of 
asking Parliament to provide for defence. He 
had made no secret of his dislike for such a 
task, and he had reason to think that mem- 
bers opposite entertained some fear that he 
had taken, or was about to take, steps which 
would undermine the efficiency of the Air De- 
fence Force. These fears were groundless. 
Though believing as he did, that the whole 
business of defence was a great waste of 
national substance, he was bound to realise 
that there could be no change for the better 
until this international disease of force had 
been eradicated. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, as the former Minister 
for Air, welcomed the bill, which he hoped 
would be regarded as _ non-controversial. 
Words of commendation also came from the 
Liberal side of the House. Captain Wedg- 
wood Benn. said that the proposals of the 
Government were exactly the same as any 
other Government would have put forward. 
It was absolutely essential that they should 
develop an ‘‘air’’ sense among the people, as 
they had developed “sea’’ sense in the past.

The mention of the Cutty Sark, the Ther- 
mopylz, the Ariel, and the Taeping in Mr. 
Conor O’Brien’s v interesting article on 
the Saoirse’s wonderful cruise, brought back 
many memories of pleasant evenings spent in 
the smoking-room of the Shanghai Club listen- 
ing to yarns of those historic craft. 

A new arrival is not long in China before he 
hears stories of the famous tea-clippers. 
Nothing pleases the old hand better than to 
gather around him a crowd of “‘ griffins,’’ as 
the new-comers are called, to spin yarns to 
them about those wonderful wind-jammers. 

The merchant princes engaged in the tea- 
trade in the old days were happily able to 
combine business with pleasure. Their busi- 
ness was to be first with the new season s tea 
on the London market, and their pleasure lay 
in winning the race to get it there. An 
what a race it was, with the mighty expanse 
of ocean for a racecourse and the fastest 
vessels in the world as competitors! It was 
well named the Derby of the seas. 

The prizes were immense. The cost of a 
clipper-ship.was frequently cleared on a single 
voyage, and the rivalry was keen. The betting 
was heavy. Ship-owners wagered fortunes, 
and the sailors gambled every penny of their 
pay. The skippers, who knew that their for- 
tunes were made if they won, took enormous 
risks, and they were happy in the knowledge 
that every man on board applauded them for 
doing so. 

At first the American builders were more 
successful than the British, but in 1856 the 
Lord of the Isles won a great race from the 
two fastest American clippers, although only 
by a few minutes. The Americans shortly 
aheransde gave up this trade, and it was 
competed for solely by British vessels. 

The most memorable of all those races took 

lace from Foochow to London a few years 
ater. Five vessels took part, the Ariel, 
Taeping, Serica, Fiery Cross, and Taitsing. 
The first three left Foochow almost together. 
They separated then, and lost sight of one 
another until they reached the English Chan- 
nel, ninety-nine days later. There the Ariel 
and Taeping got abreast, and raced to the 
Downs. The Ariel won by ten minutes. The 
Serica, a good third, arrived a couple of hours 
afterwards. A fine finish to a twenty thousand 
mile race. 

Some ten years later the 
clippers pooled a month's pay to go to the 
ship that made the quickest voyage from 
Shanghai to the Channel. This was the first 
big race in which the Cutty Sark took part. 
In spite of light winds and calms she won 
easily, but she did best in heavy weather, and 
for some years after this she was queen ol 
them all. 

They still speak of her grace and beauty of 
line, a spotless cleanliness, her gleaming 
brass-work, and her hand-rails of varnished 
teak. She was beaten in one famous race by 
the Thermopyle. Her rudder was carried 
away in a heavy sea, but the honours lay with 
her, for she was leading by many hours when 
the accident took place. 

Clipper-racing only lasted for twenty years. 
With the opening of the Suez Canal and the 
coming of steam the demand for exceptionally 
fast sailing ships diminished, and the white 
sailg finally vanished from the Eastern seas.

MR. THOMAS TIGHE MECREDY. 

The death has occurred, in his 95th mai 
of Mr. Thomas Tighe Mecredy, founder ot the 
well-known firm of Dublin solicitors, 1. i. 
Mecredv and Sons. Mr. Mecredy died on 
Tuesday evening at his. . residence, Monte 
Vista. Dalkey. It is only six years since he 
retired from the head of his business, and 
he enjoyed excellent health up to. the last 
couple of years. Indeed, friends of the family 
think it but a year or two since they remem 
ber seeing the old gentleman show that he 
was not past dancing, a pastime of which he 
was always fond. Until quite recently he was 
remarkably clear in all his faculties. A man 
of fine stature and appearance, and of notable 
vigour, he always had robust healti:. He 
enjoyed the open air, and had a wide reputs- 
tion as an angler, and still more as a shot. He 
was never happier than when spending a 
shooting holiday in Kerry, Connemara, or 
Wicklow. When attending his office he made 
it a practice until late in hfe to walk from 
Dalkey, where he had resided fer many 
years, to Kingstown, on his way to the city. 

Thomas Tighe Mecredy was born in Dublin 
in October, 1829, the son of Robert Deane 
Educated at Galway 
Grammar School, he was apprenticed to 
William Gibson, father of the first Lord Ash- 
bourne. Admitted a solicitor in 1851, he soon 
established an extensive business, with which 
he remained connected personally until the 
beginning of 1918, when Mr. H. R. Maunsell 
went into partnership with his eldest son, Sir 
James Mecredy, LL.D., F.R.G.S. When 
established for some years as a solicitor, Mr. 
Mecredy was appointed solicitor to the Local 
Government Board, and held the appointment 
for almost forty years. Otherwise the busi- 
ness of the firm was almost entirely concerned 
with landed estate. He was solicitor, for 
example, to the Duke of Leinster. In the 
Wicklow peerage case he represented the 
Wicklow family. It is also remembered that 
he was concerned in the litigation over the 
estate of Mrs. Magan, which occupied the 
Chancery Court some years ago. In all his 
professional relations he won and preserved a 
name for uprightness and honourable dealing, 
and he held during his long career the respect 
of the whole legal profession in Ireland. 

Mr. Mecredy wrote some legal text-books 
on the various Irish Land Acts, and his book 
on -‘‘Fee Farm Grants ” was for many years 
the standard text-book on the subject. He 
was twice married, and had a large family. 
The late Mr. R. J. Mecredy, who died a 
fortnight ago, was a nephew, and was for a 
time an apprentice in his .yncle’s office. 


REV. CANON McCARTAN. 

_ The death is announced in London of the 
Very Rev. John Canon McCartan, P.P., V.F.. 
Cushendall. Canon McCartan died in his 
sleep during Monday night. He had been in 
feeble health for some time, and had gone to 
London in the hope that the change might 
benefit him. He was in his 69th vear. Canon 
McCartan was educated in St. Malachy’s 
College, Belfast, and in the Irish College. 
Rome, and it was in Rome that he 
was ordained, in October, 1881. He had been 
associated with St. Patrick's and St. Paul's 
Churches, Belfast, but had spent the last 
16 years of his ministerial life in Cushendall. 
County Antrim, where also he held his first 
curacy. Canon McCa ‘an was a brother of 
the late Mr. Michael McCartan, who sat in 
Parliament for many years as Nationalist 
member for South Down, and he was a close 
personal friend of Mr. Joseph Devlin. 


MR. A. McGUGAN. 


‘The death took place yesterday morning, at 
his residence, Marine House.” Portrush. of 
Mr. Alexander McGugan, who for many vears 
was known in Northern banking circles. Mr. 
McGugan was born in the Ballycastle district.

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THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
WeEpNeEspay Nicur. 


The Cabinet at its meeting this morniny 
discussed the question of the Boundary 
Commission, but it ie doubtia! whether 
any conclusions were reached. The situa 
tion is so complex that it is not altogether 
sing that decision is delayed, and it 
is possible that the Government here is 
waiting to see what will be the eutcome a 
the gestures made from Dublin and Bel. 
fast. The Government, above al! things, 
is anxious that the settlement, whatever 
form it may take, shall be an Irish one. 

The dissolution of the Dublin Corpora. 
tion by the Free State Government created 
quite a little sensation here to-day. The 
merits of t..e case are generally unknown. 
but the step taken is regarded as a further 
indication that the Free State Govern- 
ment means to govern, and _ govern 
strongly. The suggestion has been made 
here on more than one occasion that 
similar steps should be taken in connec. 
tion with Corporations noted for their 
public extravagance and waste of money 
generally, but nothing has been done by 
the Government of the day. In this 
respect the Free State Government has set 
an example which may be followed here 
in case of necessity. | 


Unemployment. 


That the proposed increase of the nn- 
employment dole is an admission that the 
Government has no plan for providing 
more work is admitted by many members 
of the Labour Party, who are dismayed 
at the impression which will be created jn 
the country after all the professions 
made at the genera] election. The 
Executive of the Labour Party has con. 
sidered several suggestions with regard 
to recommending constructive schemes to 
give employment. The Channel Tunne} 
is one of the plans which has received 
attention; but, apparently, the Govern- 
ment do not feel disposed to embark upon 
so contentious a scheme. The Severn 
bagrage plan to utilise the. tides to pro- 
duce cheap electricity for a large part .

Housing.

The Order of the Bath. 


The installation of the new Knights of 
the Order of the Bath, in Woctminaster 
Abbey to-day, was a magnificent payeant 
A great crowd outside the Abbey watched 
the arrival of the Duke of Connaught, the 
Great Master of the Order, and the 
Knights. All were wearing their mantles, 
plumed head-dress, and decorations. Alter 
the Service before the High Altar a pro- 
cession passed into the Henry Vtl. 
Chapel, where the Knights occupied their 
stalls. The installing ceremony was brief, 
The Great Master proceeded to each 
new Knight in turn, and stood by while 
the oath was administered by the Dean 
The ceremony ended by the Senior 
Knight drawing his sword and handing 
it to the Dean, who held it by the blade, 
the hilt extended towards the altar, while 
he said a collect. All the new Knights 
then drew their swords in unison, and 
the procession was reformed to return to 
the High Altar, where a 7e eum was 
sung. It is eleven years ago since there 
was an installation. 


The Cavalry Memorial. 


The ceremonial attending the unveiling 
of the memorial to the Cevalry. of the 
Empire by the Earl of Ypres this aiter- 
noon was of a most impressive character. 
The Prince of Wales put in an unexpected 
appearance just as the ceremony was abor* 
to begin. A great and distinguished 
gathering of cavalry officers assembled 
immediately in front of the memorial, 
headed by the Duke of Connaught, Far! 
Haig, Sir William Robertson, and all the 
Allied military attachés, with some four 
hundred officers and men drawn from 
every cavalry regiment in the British 
Army, with representatives from overseas 
and of Indian cavalry. When Lord 
Ypres pulled down the Union Jack the 
gathering was able to appreciate the 
beauty of the memorial, which takes the 
form of a statue of St. George mounted 
on a war horse. He has just slain the 
dragon, and raises his sword to the skies 
as an indication of victory. The statue 
is walled in by a stone background with 
an arch containing a placque engraved 
with the battle honours of the cavalry. 
The statue is cast from the metal of guns 
captured during the war. 


The Royal Tournament. 


It is expected that the King and Queen 
and many members of the Royal Family 
will be present at the opening of the Ko) al 
Tournament at Olympia to-morrow, whe!

- 
DUTY ON TINNED FRUIT, 

The Speaker took the chair at 2.12, 

Major Bryan Cooper asked the Minister for 
Finance whether he was aware that the full 
duty of 64-5d. a pound was being charged on 
tinned fruits, and that the Revenue Commis- 
sioners stated that they had no instructions 
as to any concession in the duty on this 
article; and whether, in view of the pledge 
which he gave in the Dail, and to prevent loss 
t» the trading community by the unnecessary 
locking up of capital, he would issue instruc- 
tions as to the concession forthwith. 

Mr. Blythe stated that duty was being 
charged at the rate of 35-5d. a pound on 
imported fruits containing sugar or other 
veetening matter. The precise form which 
ie promised concession in regard to certain 
lasses of preserved fruit was to take had 
not been decided. In the Finance Bill, which 
would be introduced at an early date, he 
proposed to provide for the admission at a re- 
duced rate of duty of 11-5d. a pound of all 
fruit (not liable to other duty) in syrup con- 
taining not more than 331-3 per cent. of 
eweetening matter. Instructions would be 
issued to the Revenue Commissioners to give 
immediate effect to this provision, and cases 
in which duty had been paid at the higher 
rate since 26th April would be adjusted and 
any monies overpaid refunded. 


CIVIC GUARDS AND GAELIC. 


Mr. Hogan, on behalf of the Mr. McGold- 
rick, moved the addition of the following Sub- 
Section to Section 6 of the Garda Siochana 
bill, 1924:— : 

‘So far as may be, the officers and men 
stationed in a district which includes an area 
where the Irish language is in general use 
shall possess such knowledge of the Irish 
language as will enable them to use it with 
facility as a medium of communication in the 
performance of their duties.” 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that 
the matter was rather one for administration 
than for legislation. In recruiting preference 
was given to Irish-speaking candidates. 
Language classes had been conducted in the 
Force, and Irish was a compulsory subject in 
the examinations for promotion. More than 
a third of the District Justices were Irish 
speakers, and there was no Irish-speaking dis- 
trict without an Irish-speaking District 
Justice. He was against the y;rinciple of writ- 
ing pious and mere window-dressing aspira- 
tions into legislation. 

The amendment was carried, and the final 
stage of the bill was fixed for Tuesday next. 


THE ROAD FUND. 

The second stage of the Road Fund (Ad- 
vances) Bill was then taken. 

The Minister of Finance said that this bill 
was necessary, owing to the fact that they 
were spending between one and a half and two 
millions on road expenditure. The Road 
Fund, out of its existing resources, could not 
meet that expenditure. The current normal 
income of the fund was £350,000 from motor 
duties, and £285,000 in respect of the six- 
penny rate. ‘hat rate would continue for 
some three years, and a proportion of the 
damaged bridges. for which it was struck, 
would be repaired before the end of that 
period. 

In addition to this £635,000, which would 
come into the Road Fund, there would be 
carried over from last year a considerable 
portion of the sixpenny rate, and other sums 
which they hoped to cet. Nevertheless, there 
would be a deficit of at least half a million 
required to carry out the schemie. It was 
proposed to advance the money from the 
Kxchequer to the Road Fund, to be repaid 
out of the Road Fund in subsequent years. 


WORK BADLY DONE. 


Mr. Johnson said that the principle guiding 
the mind of the Minister did not seem very 
clear. It seemed to be clear that it was bad 
polities to administer the Road Fund as a 
distress fund. He would like to know 
whether it was the mind of the Minister, 
and whether the Dail desired it, that this 
fund should be administered for relief work. 
The work on the roads was being badly done, 
and value was not given for the grant. ' 

The House should demand that the condi- 
tions set down by the Minister for the 
administration of this fund should be with- 
drawn. and that men accustomed to such work 
should be employed. i 

\ir.. Hughes said that what was wanted in 

' country at present was work, no matter 

it was, and every class of man should 
employed. If a man did not give satis- 
faction, he should go. 

‘ir. Corish said that the Government were 
not taking notice of the cry of the unem- 
ployed The situation was getting worse 
every day, and it was absolutely necessary 
that something should be done to provide 
work, 

Mr. Burke, the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment, said that he wished very strongly to 
dissent from the view of Deputy Johnson that 
the money was being given as a grant in 
relief of distress. It was not with any such 
object in view that the grant wag given. The 
fact that, unfortunately, there was a great 
deal of unemployment in the country had, 
naturally, been taken into consideration. The 
work was not relief work, except in the sense 
that any work dqne in the Free State at 
resent was relief work. Naturally, preference 
iad been given to demobilised soldiers, and he 
made no apology to anyone for that. 

He did not know what Deputy Johnston 
meant by saying that the men were not being 
paid g standard wage. ‘the Ministry had 
done its best in fixing a standard wage. The 
experts of their departments had been called 
together to fix a scale, and that scale was 
fixed having regard to the wages paid to 
agriculteral workers in the same areas. 

The second stage of the bill was passed 
without a division, 


RAILWAYS BILL. 


The Committee stage of the Railways Bill 
was then resumed. Discussion on Captain 
Redmond’s amendment to Section 29 was con- 
tinued. The amendment asked ‘‘ that existing 
agreements” under which one port received 
vreferential treatment as against others should 

eliminated. 

Mr.. McGilligan, Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, agreed that Section 29 was widely 
drafted, and it had been determined that 
such words as ‘‘agreements in force and 
binding ” should be left out, and the clause 
would only have relation to statutory enact- 
ments at the date of the passing of the Act. 

Captain Redmond submitted that the agree- 
ment between the Great Western Railway 
Company of England and the Great Southern 
and Western Railway of Ireland had not 
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been carried out in the public interest. This 
agreement could not be an international agree- 
ment, as they were not in a position at the 
time the agreement was made.to make an 
international agreement. The question might 
be asked, and should be faced, whether the 
Government or the Dail 
rescind that agreement. He urged that they 
had complete power to vary, amend or rescind 
any of these agreements. 

There was no reason why the bi should 
single out one port more than another. 
Preferential treatment had been given to cer- 
tain ports, and he failed to see what provision 
was made in the bill to prevent sah prefer- 
ential treatment from being continued. The 
Great Southern -and Western Company’s 
agreements were statntory, as also was that 
of the Dublin and South-Eastern Company. 
How could the Government in one breath say 
that they would scrap the Dublin and South- 
Eastern agreement and _ retain the Great 
Southern and Western Railway agreement? 
That was the position they were adopting. 
It was an inconsistent and impossible position 
for any Government which was endeavour- 
ing, as the Government purported by that 
bill, to bring about a new railway system 
dealing fairly with all railways and all ports 
in the Saorktat. : 


PUBLIC INTEREST PARAMOUNT. 

Mr. McGilligan maintained that no 
statutory enactments were being rejected. 
Convenient routes and the convenience of the 
geen were the two main considerations, and 

e could assure the House that there was 
going to be a tribunal to insist on arranging 
traffic as it should be in accordance with the 
Act of 1899. ‘They were taking over that 
enactment because they considered it a good 
one, and in the bill the public interest was 
paramount. 

Mr. Johnson contended that the Minister 
had not made any case at all for securing to 
the new company the privileges or rights of 
the old companies. It would, he thought, be 
far better to protect the trader in the new bill 
rather than that the trader should have to go 
before a tribunal for relief and incur all the 
attendant expenses. It was much better to 
have the protection provided for in the bill 

Mr. Davin said that the success or future 
of the bill would depend upon the definite in- 
structions that would be given to the tribunal 
when they came to deal with the questions of 
through rates, via Dublin, and the facilities 
which would be given to traffic. If the bill 
failed it would mean the nationalisation of 
railways. 

Mr. McGilligan, replying, said that suppos- 
ing the Rosslare route closed down the de- 
finite result would be that the Great Southern 
and Western Railway, having guaranteed the 
interest on the capital expenditure and the 
losses on working, that loss should be borne 
by the amalgamated undertaking. That would 
mean the sweeping away of a valuable alter- 
native route and a great burden on the amal- 
gamated companies. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister if he sug- 
gested that, the passing of the amendment 
would mean the closing down of the Rosslare 
route. 

Mr. McGilligan said that he did not think 
the immediate result would be the closing 
down, but it was a danger. With regard to 
through rates and the giving of preference to 
one port over another, there was absolute 
power under Sub-Section IL.

POLITICAL PRISONERS. 


GOVERNMENT URGED TO 
RELEASE THEM. 


At 7 o'clock the Dail proceeded to the con- 
sideration of Mr Patrick Baxter's motion, 
which has been on the Order Paper for some 
weeks, in the following terms :— 

“That this Dail, cognisant of a return to 
peaceful and more stable conditions in the 
country, and aware of the approach of the 
Tailteann Games, with their historic associa- 
tions of peace and goodwill amongst Irishmen 
of all sections, is of opinion that the time has 
arrived when all untried or sentenced political 
prisoners should be released, and men who are 
‘on the run’ for political offences be free to re- 
turn to their homes.’’ 

Mr. Baxter said that the motion had been 
= down on behalf of the Farmers’ Party, 

ecause they felt that its acceptance by the 

Dail would tend towards greater stability in 
the country, and alt be good sound 
national policy. Trey were not asking for 
the release of prisoners who were in reality 
criminals. ’ 

More than twelve months ago the “' Cease 
Fire' order was given by the Republican 
leaders. It was looked on rather dubiously 
at the time, but the history of the past 
twelve months had demonstrated that the 
order was meant, and had been lived up to. 
It was fairly evident, also, and accepted 
to-day, that the statement which accompanied 
the order, that the Republican Party were 
going to put the issue they stood for before 
the people of Ireland, and the declaration 
that they could achieve their aim by con- 
stitutional means, was also seriously meant. 

Politically or militarily, no purpose would 
be served by 8 ay | in leaders of a political 
party if that party had declared their inten- 
tion to pursue their policy by constitutional 
means. It might be asking much of the 
Government, but there was generally a feel- 
ing throughout the tountry that the time was 
ripe for the release of the prisoners, and 
that if the Government were brave and 
courageous enough to take those people at 
their word and release them, and give them 
the opportunity to show that they meant 
what they said, they would be taking a step 
that would be useful to the nation as a whole. 

Mr. McKenna said that this question was 
one of national importance. Months ago he 
had advocated the release of their prisoners 
in that assembly, and to their credit the 
Government had released thousands of them. 
He thought now that a generous gesture on 
the part of the Government would add to the 
peace and tranquillity of the country. 


THE PRESIDENT. 


President Cosgrave said that in September, 
1922, the Government had agreed to wipe the 
slate clean, because they believed that that 
was the only satisfactory way to bring about 
order and stable conditions. According to 
present returns, they had 616 prisoners. Of 
these 302 were sentenced prisoners, 314 were 
prisoners who were internees not sentenced, 
and of that 314 he had signed an order for 
the release of 26 on the previous day. That

FALL OF THE FRANC 
DISCUSSED.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

MM. Herriot and Painleve, the Radical 
leaders, visited the Elysée to-day, and were 
resent at a conference presided over by M. 

illerand, and also attended by M. Poincaré 
and M. Francois-Marsal, the Finance Minister. 

Though M. Millerand’s invitation to the 
member for Lyons definitely maps the latter 
out as Premier-elect, I believe no definite 
request was made to him to prepare the 
formation of the Cabinet. 

The suggestion for the meeting was made 
by M. Poincaré yesterday, and was prompted 
by his uneasiness at the new decline in the 
franc, and fear of the harmful effects which 
might be produced upon French credit by the 
uncertainty which exists in regard to the 
financial policy of his successors. 

M. Francois-Marsal stated fully the financial 
situation, and M. Herriot replied, affirming, in 
the language of the short communiqué issued 
to-night, his conviction that, whatever Go- 
vernment might be in power, it must main- 
tain the Budget in rigorous equilibrium, The 
means to do this were discussed for nearly 
two hours, but whether, or what, alternatives 
were proposed to the 20 per cent. increase in 
taxation of the late Government is not known. 

The position of the franc has become the 
political battle round during the last few 
days. The Radicals declare that the decline 
has been maneuvred by their opponents still 
in office, to revenge themselves for their de- 
feat. They do not hesitate to inculpate M. 
Millerand; allege that means available to 
correct the fall have been immobilised, and 
point out to-day that the franc was being sold 
in Paris yesterday while London was buying.

CHANCELLOR AND 
TAXATION. 


BRITISH CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE, 


-“ 


At the annual banguet in London last 
night of the Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce a message was read from the 
King acknowledging the loyal greetings oí th 
delegates, and adding :— 4 

“The King earnestly trusts that nothing 
will arise to check the definite, though 
gradual, improvement in trade, and the re- 
sultant increase in the prosperity and hap- 
piness of the community.” 

Replying for His Majesty’s Ministers, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer said that he was 
sorry he could not give them a penny post, 
but it was an economic impossibility, The 
main criticism of the Labour Government, he 
proceeded, appeared to be, so far, disappoint- 
ment that they had not in the first four 
months of office abolished the Capitalist 
system and established a Socialist Common- 
wealth. We did not get a mandate for that 
at the last elections, he said. Being Demo- 
crats, and desiring only to carry out what we 
believe to be the will of the people, we may 
be trusted not to make experiments of such 
a revolutionary character as that, at least 
within the present Parliament. We are work- 
ing on sound, common-sense lines. 


EFFECT ON TRADE. 

Going on to refer to the harmful effect of 
heavy taxation on the restoration of trade, he 
said—We want to reduce taxation. I did not 
reduce the income tax this year, but that was 
not because L thought that a base rate of 
four and sixpence in the pound. is a thing 
that the country could, or hoped 
permanently to carry. The burden 
of such taxation on industry, no doubt, 
is heavy, if not disastrous. But how is taxa- 
tion to be reduced ? His answer was—by re- 
duction of expenditure. 

There were two big items, and until they 
were dealt with expenditure and taxation 
would be high. One was the National Debt. 
Regarding that, he would not say a word 
about capital levy. The Government did. not 
get a mandate for that, he observed, amid 
laughter; but he was hoping that the outcome 
of the report of the Committee he had ap- 
pointed on the National Debt and the inci- 
dence of taxation would be that the Govern- 
ment would be able to adopt some proposal 
by which, without confiscation and without 
injuring trade, but in a way that would stimu- 
late trade, they could reduce the burden of 
the National Debt, and thereby get an oppor- 
tunity to reduce taxation. The other heavy 
item of expenditure “was armaments, and it 
was the earnest desire of the Government to 
support and initiate international negotiations 
which might lead toa reduction of armamente, 
and eventually to complete disarmament, 


LABOUR GOVERNMENT 


WELCOMED. 


Sir Arthur Balfour, in his Presidential ad- 
dress at the. annual meeting of British 
Chambers of Commerce, welcomed the advent 
of the Labour Government. They might be 
proud, he said, that the constitution of the 
country enabled workers of all ranks to attain 
to the position of Cabinet Ministers, and also 
satisfied that these positions were being 
occupied with great dignity. Sir Arthur 
expressed the view that they had arrived 
at the time when the cost of living 
should come down. Unless it did fall, they 
should experience great difficulty in main- 
tainin their export trade. Regarding the 
McKenna duties, if their withdrawal was 
going to add to unemployment it was a 
step which should not be taken. The really 
great thing interferi: with their trade was 
the co:' of production. 

Speaking at the luncheon of the associa- 
tion, Mr. Alexander, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trade, said that there 
was sufficient evidence that things were tak- 
ing a more hopeful turn in trade and com- 
m« The country’s export trade was very 
much better than some might hove ventured 
to forecast two and a half to three years ago. 
He suggested that the advent of the Labour 
Government had not been to the detriment 
of the proposals of what they regarded as 
being essential to the rehabilitation of over= 
seas trade, and that was the resettlement of 
Europe.

WILL CONTINUE AT THE 
MANSION HOUSE. 


An Irish Times reporter last night asked 
the Lord Mayor whether he had got any 
legal opinion in regard to his position under 
the Order of the inis of Local Govern- 
ment. “No,” replied the Lord Mayor, “I 
have got no legal opinion.” 

“Will you continue to stay in the Mansion 
House as Lord Mayor?” he was asked. 

** Yes, certainly,” he replied, “ but I want 
you and the public to understand that this 
ig not a personal matter.. ‘L. O'Neill ” is 
not in it, but the position that I take up 
is—Are the citizens to be deprived of a civic 
head? I want that to be distinctly under- 
stood. It is not a personal matter, or a 
question of being antagonistic to the Govern- 
ment in any way, because in the natural 
course of events, if there is an election in 
July, I would not be Lord Mayor any 
longer, I presume. I shall continue in the 
Mansion House until an opportunity is given 
me of handing back my chain of office to 
those who eleeted me.” ' 

““How will that come about ** That,” 
said the Lord Mayor, “would come about 
when the municipal elections are held in 
July—that is, if my present colleagues are 
not reinstated. I want,” he proceeded, ‘‘ to 
maintain for the citizens the position of Lord 
Mayor, outside of personal matters. The 
office dates back for hundreds of years, and 
I think it is not fair to the citizens that 
any Government, with the scratch of a 
pen, should destroy that office. I could un- 
derstand it if a man occupying the position 
of Lord Mayor committed any offence.” 

In the course of further conversation, the 

Lord Mayor said that within the next few 
days he would summon a meeting of his 
colleagues to discuss the matter.

OPINION OF CITIZENS’ 
. ASSOCIATION, 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
HOWARD HELY. 


Interviewed last evening by an Jrish Times 
Reporter in regard to the dissolution of the 
Dublin Municipal Council, Mr, Howard Hely, 
Secretary of the Dublin Citizens’ Association, 
expressed no a, at the Government's 
decision. He recalled the fact that in March, 
1925, a deputation from the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion waited on Mr. Blythe and urged the 
appointment of Commissioners to supersede 
the Corporation. Mr. Blythe promised to con- 
sider the suggestion, but nothing was done 
until the holding of the inquiry was an- 
nounced. 

Mr. Hely mentioned that the Citizens’ 
Association had been fifteen years in exist- 
ence, and that, for reasons with which the 
public were quite familiar, it welcomed the 
scrapping of the present system of municipal 
Government, which had outlived its useful- 
ness, and had undoubtedly been abused. He 
pointed out that the Dublin Corporation was 
composed of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Burgesses of the City of Dublin, functioning 
through the oe Council, composed of 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Councillors. 
What had really happened, he said, was that 
the Municipal Council had been superseded 
by the Commissioners, leaving the Corpora- 
tion still in existence, although its functions 
were in abeyance. 

The Citizens’ Association favoured the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners, because its 
members believed that in no other way could 
reforms be brought about. A little more 
light should, however, be thrown on the 
achievements of Commissioners in the field of 
administrative reform. They might have 
rendered good service in the South Dublin 
Union, but the public were only enlightened 
to the extent of a weekly financial statement 
in the newspapers. If public bodies were at 
fault, it was only fair .to them and to the 
ratepayers to reveal the cause of their failure. 
Would the newly-appointed Commissioners be 
in a position to reduce the burden of taxation 
on the citizens ’ Could they reduce the rates 
that had recently been struck by the Corpora- 
tion ? Would they proceed with the sain 
for the development of the Liffey water- 
power, or were they at all bound by the Acts 
of the old Corporation? These, Mr. Hely 
said, were questions on which it was desirable 
that the public should be informed by the 
Ministry of Local Government. 

Inquiries were also made by our reporter 
at the Dublin Corporation Law Agent's office. 
One of the higher officials declined to discuss 
the new régime, his reason, apparently, being 
that, as a servant of the Corporation, he was 
not at liberty to say anything on the subject.

Seventeen survivors from the steamer 
Orinoco, which foundered yesterday in Lake 
Superior, arrived here to-day on board the 
tug Garguantua, which rescued them from 
Montreal Island, on which they had taken 
refuge.

Two other members of the crew died from 
exposure during the twenty hours in which 
the lifeboats were being pulled through heavy 
seas to Montreal Island.—(Reuter.) 


LIVELY ELECTION 
SCENES. 


LADY ASTOR FACES THE 
COMMUNISTS.

Lady Astor, M.P., was the central figure 
of an exciting series of scenes in Glasgow 
yesterday, when she' addressed a number of 
meetings in the Kelvingrove by-election. in 
support of Captain Elliot, the Unionist candi- 
date. Within three hours she addressed four 
gatherings. 3 

A crowd of about ten thousand gathered 
outside the Berkeley Hall, a building which 
accommodates under one thousand, hours 
before her ladyship was timed to speak. Before 
then Lady Astor had addressed a record 
gathering in the Glasgow Conservative Club. 

A second smaller building was opened, and 
it, too, was immediately filled, leaving 
thousands outside in the rain. Several Com- 
munists in the crowd carried huge mega- 
phones, and shouted Communist cries, and 
joined in singing .'” The Red Flag.” 

Although Lady Astor’s meeting was for 
women only, several men crushed in, and 
there were many interruptions. 

Lady Astor told the Communists that if 
they had come with closed and prejudiced 
minds they had better clear out at once. 

One persistent interrupter was a woman, 
who stood against the wall holding a baby. 
folded in a shawl. Lady Astor told her 
that she ought to go home with the baby, and 
a lively scene occurred. Efforts were made 
to eject the disturbers. 

Two constables arrived in the hall, and 
their Ea helped to guieten matters. Soon 
the disorder broke out afresh, .and Lady 
Astor folded her arms and sang “' Keep the 
home fires burning.” This surprising action 
turned the scales in her favour again, and the 
speaker proceeded to say that the issue in 
Kelvingrove was Captain Eliot versus Com- 
munism. 

Her ladyship added that Communists do 
not believe in God. Several men and women 
instantly retorted—‘‘ Neither do we.” A 
chorus of hisses and “'ohs ” filled the hall, 
and Lady Astor, looking in the direction of 
a woman, exclaimed: “Í would not hiss her; 
pray for her.” (Loud cheers.) 

Ultimately comparative order was restored, 
and the speaker concluded her address, 

Lady Astor then proceeded upstairs, and 
faced another crowded gathering, but here 
there were only a few interruptions. 

After this meeting she climbed on the top 
of a motor car and attempted to address the 
crowd, but the Communists surrounded the 
car, and shouted and sang “ The Red Flag,” 
while the Unionist supporters sang the 
‘* National Anthem.” 

Realising the situation, Lady Astor re- 
luctantly motored to her hotel. 

Further lively scenes took place in the 
evening, when Ladv Astor addressed two 
large meetings. There was consistent in- 
terruptions from. the. rough- sections of the 
audiences. Lady Astor remarked that any 
man or woman who could not sit still to listen 
to argument should not have the vote, and 
that a bill to that effect should be passed.

SHIPYARD WORKERS’ 
CLAIMS. 


REPLY OF THE EMPLOYERS. 


Arbitration proceedings were opened in 
London yesterday on the claims of the ship- 
yard workers for an all-round advance in 
wages. The case for the Federation of En- 
gineering and Shipbuilding Trades was that 
the present rates were inadequate, in view 
of the cost of living, that they compared 
unfavourably with comparable rates in other 
industries, and that having regard to the 
profits in recent years, and present pros- 
pects, the industry was in a position to bear 
the claim. It was also argued that the 
danger of losing contracts through foreign 
competition was overrated. 

The employers pointed to the increases in 
hourly rates since 1913, but relied mainly on 
the contention that the industry could not 
at present pay higher wages. They regarded 
the application as inopportune, and the issues 
involved as of the most serious consequence 
to the ens and ship repairing in- 
dustry, ey supplied the court with the 
details of serious losses incurred on contracts, 
and expressed willingness to enter inio ar- 
rangements whereby the men would share in 
any prosperity in the industry when work be- 
came profitable.

EFFORT TO MAKE ENDS 
MEET. 


A SUM OF £2,000,000 
FOR EDUCATION.

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, the Minister of Finance, Mr. H. M. 
Pollock, D.L., made his Budget statement. 

' It showed that while the revenue amounted 
to £12,178,000, the expenditure stands at 
'£7,361,000, leaving a surplus of £4,317,000. 
A sum of £4,770,000 of the surplus was paid 
to the Imperial Government towards Impe".s| 
services, fr £47,000 for application to 
the sinking fund. 

Local services, for which the Northern 
Government is responsible, are put down at 
£1,317,000 in excess of last years sum for the 
same services, but it is expected that the 
Imperial Government will make a grant 
towards the cost of the Special Constabu- 
lary. Government services for the present 
year, including the Special police, will’ cost 
an cetimated' f re of £8,844,000. 

The estimated cost of education during the 
present year is £2,000,000, of which the 
emoluments of teachers will absorb £1,500,000. 

The Minister announced that no relief will 
be given Northern Ireland as regards the 
Entertainments’ Tax, as the’relief in that re- 
spect, given ‘in Great Britain, would mean 
a loss to the Northern Government of £45,000 


annually. 
IMPERIAL SERVICES. —. 

Speaking at length on the contribution to 
Imperial services, Mr. Pollock stated that the 
province had provided a total amount of 
£13,534,570 since their Government had been 
established—a creditable result for a samail 
State, called into existence in the midst of 
unprecedented political turmoil and dis- 
turbance. Briefly stating the basis on which 
the contribution has been founded, Mr. 
Pollock showed what was the original. con- 
tribution provided by the Government cf Ive- 
land Act for the first two financial years of 
the Northern Government’s existence, and 
later the Colwyn Committee’s recommenda- 
tion, and, summarising the rosition, seid that 
under the original determination of the Joint 
Exchequer Board, the contribution would be:

TAX REVENUE. 

Turning to the sources of revenue over 
which the Government had _ control, the 
Minister showed that the total tax revenue 
last year was originally estimated to yield 
£870.000, while the actual receipts were 
£840.000. Estate duties showed a reduction 
of £26,000, while Excise revenue yielded 
£14,000 less than the estimate, although in 
point of fact the actual collection im the year 
by the Excise and Customs Department, which 
acted as the Government's agents, was only 
about £7,000 less than the estimate. On the 
other hand, motor vehicle duties yielded 
£50.000 in excess of the estimate, but the 
receipts from this source go to the benefit of 
the Road Fund. In non-tax revenue the 
actual yield was £3,000 more than the 
estimate. 

The vield of Customs and Excise duties, 
estimated at £5,792,000 realised only 
£4.822.000 but the estimate was based on 
returns many years out of date. The main 
heads under which the estimates show a re- 
duction are beer and tobacco duties, which, 
together, practically account for the whole 
of the diminished yield. The return from 
income and super-tax shows an increase of 
over £700,000 compared with the estimate, 
which is largely due to the speeding-up which 
has taken place in the collection. The total 
vield from reserved tax revenue (i.e., exclud- 
ing Post Office) was £264,000 less than the 
estimate. : i : “ 

It was estimated last year that the posta! 
services would involve a Joss óf £118;000, but 
in point of fact the revenue had gone up 
by £51,000, and the cost of the Post Office 
showed a reduction compared with the esti- 
mate of £42,000, or a net difference in favour 
of Northern Ireland of £93,000. Instead of 
a loss, therefore, of £118,000, the postal 


service only showed a loss of £25,000. 


COST OF LOCAL SERVICES. 

Turning to expenditure, Mn Pollock “aid 
that the net betel eau to Northern Ireland of 
the various local services was estimated ect 
£5,808,000, while the issues which were made 
from the Exchequer towards these services 
only amounted to £5,398,000, showing a re- 
duction of £410,000. This reduction, which 
is spread over every department of the 
service, is accounted for by genuine savings, 
by adjustments from the previous financial 
year, and by the fact that certain payments 
which were expected to accrue during the 
year did not materialise. 

On capital account the receipts from Ulster 
Savings Certificates were considerably in 
excess of the estimate, while, on the other 
hand, the Unemployment Fund chly required 
£447,000, as against an estimate of £700,000, 
which was accounted for by the decrease in 
unemployment, 


ESTIMATED REVENUE. 


With regard to revenue the Minister said 
that the total estimated cost of ‘all their 
services for the present year, including the 
Special Constabulary, is £8,844,000. He had 
estimated that the receipts from reserved taxes 
would, under existing rates, yield a total sum 
of £8,825,000, made up as follows :—

Thés is a reduction of £623,000 on the 
previous year’s yield from the same taxes, 
and is chiefly accounted for by a fall in income 
tax. He was, however, advised by the Chan- 
cellor that his proposals pointed to 
a further loss in the current year of 
£640,000, mainly resulting from the re- 
duction in duties on tea and sugar. The 
lass on these reserved taxes was thus 
£1,263,000 as compared with the actual vield 
last vear. He left out of account in this 
calculation the Post Office revenue and mis- 
cellaneous fee stamps, estimated to yield 
£845,000, or an increase of £9.000 compared 
with last year. The total estimated revenue 
from those duties which are reserved to the 
Imperial Government is £9,030,000, which is 
a reduction of £1.254,000 on the receipts from 
the same sources last year. 

The Minister announced that he proposed 
to make the same modification with regard to 
motor vehicle licenses which had been pro- 
posed by Mr. Snowden, which would involve 
a loss of £8,000 in a full year. There would 
be little or no valuation in his estimate of 
other transferred tax revenue estimated to 
yield £833,000, or an increase of £26.000 on 
last year. The total receipts from all sources 
was £11,052,000. From this total must be 
deducted the amount of their commitments, 
which, after excluding the Special Conrtabu- 
lary, are estimated to cost £7,720,000, to 
arrive at the balance available as their con- 
tribution towards Imperial services and a 
surplus on their normal Budget. .

Throughout the present 
conference the Soviet oilicial Press and the 
heads of the Soviet Government, far from 
showing a conciliatory spirit, have made the 
occasion one for direct and concentrated 
attacks on the British Government and the 
British Nation. Not only Trotsky, who with 
his return to Moscow seems to have recovered 
much of his influence, Lut every member 
of the ruling Triumvirate—Kameneff, Stalin 
and Zinovieft—has publicly reviled the very 
Government with which the Bolshevists are 
supposed to be NN TE 

One of the bankers’ terms was that there 
should be no more propaganda against those 
institutions from which financial assistance 1s 
sought. For weeks past the Bolshevists of 
Moscow and Petrograd have been indulging in 
a frenzy of invective against British bankers 
and the British economic system generally. 
What does all this mean’ What do the 
Bolshevists really want? Why are they here? 
It is high time that the Government took 
steps, whether by a declaration in the House 
of Commons or otherwise, to relieve the 
anxiety which is growing in very wide circles 
concerning the obscure, but, so far, apparently 
futile negotiations with the Bolshevists.

FRENCH COURT’S DECISION. 

The Times Paris Correspondent states, in 
a message last night:—The Court of Appeal 
tssued’ to-day a judgment which upholds the 
right of any person mentioned in a newspaper 
or magazine article to insist on his replies 
being inserted in that newspaper or magazine. 
The case arose out of the publication by M. 
tene Doumic, oí the Academie Francaise, of 
a criticism of a translation of the Persians of 
JEschylus, which was performed at the 
Academie Francaise in 1919. The authors of 
the translation, M. Silvain, of the Academie, 
and M. Jaubert, wrot> a reply to the 
criticism, and insisted that, in accordance 
with the law of July 29, 1881. M. Doumic 
should publish their letter in the Rerue des 
Deur Mondea. M. Doumic refused, and M. 
Silvain began legal proceedings. 

After conflicting decisions in two Lower 
Courts, the Court of Appeal has now decided 
that the right of reply is absolute, whatever 
may be the nature of the criticism to which 
a reply is made, even if there be no personal 
attack, but only criticism of a literary work.

That the Seanad hereby resolves that the 
attention of the President and his colleagues 
of the Executive Council be directed to a re- 
port contained in the Dublin Press of the 8th 
day of May, 1924, of certain proceedings 
before District Justice Goff at the Courthouse, 
Castleblayney, from which it appears that he 
asked a witness whether it was not a fact 
that the soldiers during the Great War had ta 
take rum to brutalise them before being sent 
into action, and hope that they will, if satis. 
fied that the report is accurate, take such 
action as will serve to vindicate from such a 
cruel calumny the memory of the many 
thousands of brave Irishmen who fought and 
fell in the war. 

Sir Bryan Mahon said that several members 
of that House had served in His Majesty's 
Army, and could corroborate the statement 
he would make. He was sure that the feel- 
ing of the House would be one of dissatisfac- 
tion at the insult given to a brave Irish 
soldier. Hughes was a soldier in one of their 
oldest regiments, one of their most distin- 
guished regiments, the Connaught Rangers, 
and was a man who had won the Victoria 
Cross, the highest distinction in the British 
Army. 

Hughes had made the statement that he 
was a teetotaller, and there was no reason 
why his statement should be doubted. 
Teetotalism was not at all an uncommon 
thing in the Army. He (Sir Bryan Mahon) 
joined an Irish regiment when he was a boy, 
and had to do with Irish soldiers al! through 
his service. He commanded Irish soldiers in 
the South African War and also in the Great 
War. He had commanded a division of com- 
pletely Irish soldiers. Therefore, he ought to 
be in a position to know the facts. So far as 
the accusation that Irish soldiers had to be 
brutalised by giving them an issue of rum 
before they went into action was concerned, 
he could say that it was absolutely untrue. 


STIMULANTS NOT NEEDED. 


There was an issue of rum to every soldier 
when he went on active service. It was a 
very small quantity, what was called a *‘ tot,” 
probably half-a-glass of spirits. Very often, 
for different reasons, the men did not get it. 
The principal reason was that if they had a 
rapid advance there was difficulty in getiing 
the rum up to the fighting line. 

' He could assure the House that there was 
no foundation in the statement that rum or 

other stimmant was, or ever had 
issued to soldiers to induce them 
advance So far as Irish soldiers 
were concerned he was glad to say that 
there was no necessity to give them rum or 
any stimulant to make them advance. All 
Irish soldiers wanted was the command to 
go forward and to be properly led. Many 
of those soldiers had served in the Free 
State Army, and were still serving in it. 

For centuries the Irish soldier had served 
in practically every country and in every 
Army in Europe, and they had always main- 
tained their reputation for the highest 
standard of efficiency and bravery. 

The first slur, to his knowledge, that had 
ever been cast on irish soldiers had been 
cast, to his shame, by a fellow-countryman. 
That insult had been levelled at the British 
Army, in which a great many members of 
that House had been proud to serve. Whether 
they were connected with the British Army 
or not, he felt quite certain that there was 
no one in that House who would not can- 
demn that insult to men who were not pre- 
sent to give it any answer. He felt con- 
vinced that “he House would disapprove of 
the slur that had been cast upon those men 
in their absence. 


TOLERATION, 


Colonel Moore seconded the motion. The 
District Justice, he said, had travelled far 
outside the limits of his jurisdiction. What 
the man charged before him did in France had 
nothing to do with the judge. What business 
had the Justice to raise such a question, save 
for the purpose of insulting brave men? 
Irishmen were always appealing to men to 
serve their country loyally and well. What 
was wanted was more toleration. Everyone of 
the parties he had known in the country 
had spent their time attacking one another. 
He thought the judge was guilty of a very mean 
and cowardly action in making the charge 
he did, not only against Hughes, but against 
a whole class-of men. He hoped that such 
things would be stopped for the future. 

Mr. Dowdall said that he regretted that 
he would have to dissent from the motion. 
If the facts were as stated his feelings were 
precisely those of the mover and seconder 
of the motion. They all respected brave 
men, whether they belonged to the British 
Army or the National Army, but he did feel 
that they were entering on a ‘wrong and 
dancerous course if either Honse begin 
publicly to criticise and censure what men did 
on the bench. He was strongly in favour of 
the independence of those who occupied 
judicial positions.

At a meeting of the Dublin Branch of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association last night—Mr. 
W. P. Greene, Chairman, presiding—it was

“That this meeting of the Dublin Branch 
of the Railway Clerks’ Association notes with 
disappointment and indignation the failure of 
the Irish Railway Wages Board to agree upon
